DECK’ CARGO REGULATION. 


The sub-committes on” eek : cargoes 
estabushed by the Maritime ‘Commission 
of the International Labour Office met at 
Genova recently, ita members being Mr, 
Cuthbert, Laws (Great Britain) and AM. 
Salymen (Norway), shipowners’ representa } 
tives, and Mr. Havelock Wilson (Great 
Britain) and M. Rivelli (Frater), men's 
representatives. M. Albert as, tho 
‘Directoy of the luternationat Labour 
Office, was. appointed” chairman ‘vf the 
subcommittee, The sub-committee, con- 
sidered the regulations for deck cargoes 
of:timber drawn up by o Conimmission - of 
tho International  erament Conference. 
"These regulations were approved, the mem- 
bers of the sub-commitwo expressing a 
hope that: the Government would incor 
porate them in international Torre mitions 
at an early date, M.-Rivelli then brought 
up the question. of deck cargoes other than 
timber. Speaking generally, Great Bri- 
tain, Holland and Sweded ‘nre specially 
‘inteyested in timber cargoes, while France, 
ltaly, and other countries are concerned 
with deck cargoes in general. ‘The gen- 
eral question of deck cargoes was teferred 
back to"tho Maritime Commission, which 
will decidg ag to the possibility of draw- 
ing ‘up international regulations,.
